U.S. Pledges Less Fighting 
Providing Enemy Responds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
administration 
kept 
open 
Wednesday the possibility of a 
scaledown in U.S. operations in 
Vietnam should the enemy do 
likewise. 
A lull in enemy offensives 
continuing beyond its three-day 
cease-fire “ would be an impor­ 
tant factor in influencing our 
policy decisions,” White House 
press secretary Ronald L. Zie­ 
gler told newsmen. 
At the same time Ziegler dis­ 
counted reports of a rift be­ 
tween the United States and the 
South Vietnamese government 
over observance of the enemy- 
proclaimed cease-fire honoring 
the late North Vietnamese Pres­ 
ident Ho Chi Minh. 
“ There has been no deteriora­ 
tion in relations with Saigon,” 
Ziegler said. At the State De­ 
partment, spokesman Robert J. 


McCloskey added that “ there’s 
been no split between the two 
governments” on the response 
to the cease-fire.

Battlefield reports said that 
the South Vietnamese forces 
went ahead with some offens­

truce period while U.S. units 
stayed in a generally defensive 
posture. 
What the enemy does follow­ 
ing Ho’s funeral will be among 
items weighed in President Nix­ 
on’s special session with top 
Vietnam diplomatic and mili­ 
tary advisers Friday. 
Ziegler said the strategy par­ 
ley may be held at the presiden­ 
tial retreat at Camp David in 
the nearby Catoctin Mountains, 
though he added that a final de­ 
cision had not yet been reached 
on this. 


2 Irish Factions 


Opposing British 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — British troops began 
building a “ peace wall” through 
Belfast Wednesday to try to sep­ 
arate warring Protestants and 
Roman Catholic factions and 
ran into quick opposition from 
both sides. 
The soldiers were jeered and 
cursed by Roman Catholics and 
Protestants 
alike 
as 
they 
brought in bulldozers to shove 
aside the civilian barricades 
and make room for their own. 
“ We shall not be moved,” the 
crowds chanted. 
When the troops first began 
pushing back the Protestant 
barricade made of empty oil 
urums, old bicycle frames and 
bedsteads, a yell went up: “ Go 
home you bums.” 
The 
crowd 
quieted 
down 
somewhat as they saw long, 
protective coils of army wire 
being strung across the street 
entrances from wall to wall. 


SCORES F L E E 
Fearing fresh violence and 
dubious about British protec­ 
tion, scores more Catholic men, 
women and children fled south 
across the border Wednesday to 
refugee camps in the Irish Re­ 
public when word went out that 
the barriers were being re­ 
moved. About 550 persons have 
sought haven in the camps in 
recent weeks. 
Sir Ian Freeland, commander 
of 6,000 British troops stationed 
in Northern Ireland, had sought 
to appease opponents of the plan 
by assuring them that the parti­ 
tion would be only temporary. 
“ We do not want a Berlin wall 
in this city,” Freeland declared. 
The line runs between the 
Catholic Falls and Protestant 
Shankill districts of Belfast. 
Gerry Fitt, Belfast member of 
the 
British 
Parliament, 
de­ 
clared that the peace line would 
work only if secure guarantees 


of safety were given to Catholic 
families all over the city, not 
just in specified areas.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind (AP) - 
Airport controllers had no radio 
or radar contact with the sin­ 
gle-engine plane ‘¡hat collided 
with jetliner near Indianapolis 
Tuesday, officials said Wednes­ 
day. 
Eighty-three 
persons 
died 
when the small plane manned 
by a student pilot collided with 
the Allegheny Airlines plane 20 
miles southeast of Weir Cook 
Municipal Airport. Both planes 
crashed to earth, and there 
were no survivors. 
Jack H. Frets of the Indianap­ 
olis Air Route Control Center 
said, “ The hig plane showed on 
the screen, but not the small 
plane. This is not uncommon 
when a plane does not have a 
transponder or beacon, a device 
which 
reflects 
-the 
radar 
beams.” 
Frets said flight rules do not 
require pilots of small planes to 


maintain voice contact with the 
control tower unless “ they fly 
below a certain altitude within 
five miles of the airport.” 
The Piper Cherokee was flown 
by Robert W. Carey, 35, father 
of six children. His wife said 
Carey, who was on a 50-mile 
solo flight, needed only a few 
hours flight time to obtain his 
pilot’s license.

PHILADELPHIA (A P)- The 
State Correctional Institute at 
Graterford, Montgomery Coun­ 
ty, will become the state’s main 
penitentiary for eastern Penn­ 
sylvania Jan. 15 with the clos­ 
ing of the state’s prison here. 
State Corrections 
Commis­ 
sioner Arthur T. Prasse met 
this week with Dr. Joseph F. 
Mazurkiewicz and the prison 
staff of about 235 to inform 
them of the closing date. 
Prasse said all staff members 
wanting to move to Graterford 
will be given the opportunity to 
do so, and those who want to 
transfer to other institutions 
will be provided for if possible. 
Many of he 400 prisoners will 
be moved to Graterford. Medi­ 
cal patients will be sent to the 
State Correctional Institution a 
Pittsburgh until medical facili­ 
ties 
at Graterford are im­ 
proved, Mazurkiewicz said. 
The future of the Philadelphia 
prison, opened in 1829, is un­ 
decided. 
Some city officials 
would like to use it as a deten­ 
tion center for persons await­ 
ing trial in city courts. 
Closing of the prison here, 
once known as the Eastern 


State prison and one of the old­ 
est in the country, has been 
planned for years.

On Border Talks 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Krem­ 
lin charged Wednesday that Red 
China is delaying the start of 
border talks while staging al­ 
most daily armed intrusions 
into Soviet territory. 
The Soviet government news­ 
paper Izvestia featured an arti­ 
cle based on alleged captured 
Chinese documents and weap­ 
ons meant to show that Peking 
is to blame for repeated border 
clashes. The article was distrib­ 
uted by the official news agency 
Tass. 
It was the most detailed in­ 
dictment seen here of Chinese 
military activity against the So­ 
viet Union and contained men­ 
tion of fighting never admitted 
before.

GRAND VALLEY, Colo. (AP) 
— Project Rulison, an under­ 
ground nuclear explosion de­ 
signed to jar loose rockbound 
natural gas, was detonated in 
western Colorado Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The 40-kilton explosion ,twice 
as powerful as the atomic bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima, Japan 
in World War II, sent an earth 
shudder radiating for miles 
from the detonation point 8,442 
feet under remote mesa. 


The blast was an experiment 
aimed at freeing natural gas 
held 
t i g h t l y 
by 
deep 
underground sandstone forma­ 
tions. 
It was touched off at 5 p.m. 
EDT 3 p.m. MDT 
Electricity went off in the 
town of Collbran, 10 miles south 
of the explosion. “There was 
one pretty good jolt, and then 
things quivered like a bowl of 
jelly,” said Anis Kelley, at the 
L&M Merchantile Store. 


Some cloth goods were shaken 
off their shelves, but only five 
p e n n i e s were shaken off the 
top of a stack of 50. “ There was 
a rumble and we could feel it in 
the floor and we could feel it in 
the walls,” said Mrs. Kelly. 
At Glenwood Springs, 42 miles 
from the site, the Shockwave 
was felt in the brick building 
housing the Glenwood Springs 
Sage Reminder and caused a 
quiver in a cup of water.

FAA Systems 


Attacked in 
Fatal Crash 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion was charged with “ flagrant 
dereliction of duty” by Rep. 
Richard L. Ottinger Wednesday 
in the fatal collision of a jetliner 
and small plane which took 83 
lives. 
The New York Democrat’s ac­ 
cusation was made in a state­ 
ment after he and other mem­ 
bers of the House Commerce 
Committee 
sharply 
criticized 
FAA officials in connection with 
Tuesday’s accident near Indian­ 
apolis. 
Ottinger said if the small 
plane with a student pilot had 
been under positive control of 
the FAA’s control tower at 
Weir-Cook 
Municipal 
Airport 
the crash could have been 
averted. 
Ottinger 
said 
the 
agency 
should promptly put into effect 
positive controls over all air 
craft using or flying over air­ 
ports serving commercial airlin­ 
ers. 
During the hearing, Ottinger 
told the FAA officials: “ I would 
think those deaths would be on 
your conscience.” 
John H. Shaffer, FAA admin­ 
istrator, said the light plane in­ 
volved did not show up on ra­ 
dar, was operating under nor­ 
mal visual flight rules not under 
control of the tower there and 
the Allegheny jetliner was un­ 
der constant surveillance. 
“ I choose to think yesterday’s 
accident was fate,” Shaffer said 
at one point during his critical 
round of questioning before the 
House Commerce Committee. 
But Rep. John D. Dingell, D- 
Mich., told Shaffer such a state­ 
ment disturbed him, adding: “ It 
is clear to me that if both planes 
had been under positive control 
the accident would not have 
happened.” 
Shaffer and David D. Thomas, 
deputy FAA administrator, did 
tell the unit that proposed rules 
are being developed to control 
traffic in high density areas and 
may be ready to issue within a 
month.

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Nation' s Farewell 
Presented Dirksen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The powerful men of 
government who were his intimates said farewell 
Wednesday to Everett McKinley Dirksen, the 
golden-tongued orator who was one of the nation’s 
best-known and most influential senators. 
He will be buried Thursday in Pekin, 111., 
where he was reared in the state he represented 
for 35 years in both houses of Congress. 
“ For his massive mind, his matchless speech, 
his powers of persuasion and his parliamentary 
skills we give Thee thanks,” prayed the Rev. 
Edward L. R. Elson Wednesday at the funeral 
service at the National Presbyterian Church. 
“ For his elevated patriotism and his manly 
piety, for his grace and dignity in public service 
we give thanks to Thee. For his prodigious energy 
spent in self-sacrificing public service, for his 
fortitude in suffering and his witness to values 
which are everlasting we give thanks to Thee.” 
P R ESID EN T ATTENDS 
President Nixon, who delivered the eulogy to 
Dirksen in the Capitol Rotunda Tuesday, attended 
the service with his wife and daughters. He also 
escorted Mamie Eisenhower, widow of President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew was at the 
service with Mrs. Agnew. He will represent the 
President at the graveside. 
Dirksen’s Senate colleagues stood at the top 
of the steps of the Capitol as the rose-blanketed 
coffin was carried out after lying in stale for 24 
hours. They then came to the church in buses. 
The Senate will not meet Thursday and many 
of its members plan to attend the burial. Speaker 
of the House John W. McCormack, a Democrat, 


and the entire Illinois delegation to the House 
will be that body’s representative. 
The widow, Louella Dirksen, had asked that 
110 photographs be made in the church and her 
wishes were honored. There was only a brief 
service in the new church—opened for worship 
for the first time Sunday, the day Dirksen died. 
There were wreaths from the President, both 
houses of Congress and one of marigolds from 
Dirksen’s staff. Dirksen long had sought to make 
the marigold the national flower. 
Some former senators, including Kansas’ 
Frank Carlson and California’s Thomas H. Ku- 
chel, attended the services. Most of the Nixon 
Cabinet was there along with officials from other 
administrations. 
The 30-member Army chorus sang hymns after 
a military honor guard, representing all services, 
carried the coffin into the church. The seal of the 
Senate lay on top of the coffin. 
Dr. Elson, who is Senate chaplain as well as 
pastor of the church, and The Rev. Charles H. 
Reckard of New Orleans, read from the scrip­ 
tures. Then Dr. Elson, who will conduct the 
graveside services, read a short prayer, which 
said in part: 
“ May the integrity of his manhood, the radi­ 
ance of his character, the warmth of his per­ 
sonality, his gentle but subtle humor and his 
sense of the divine in all things human remain 
as an abiding legacy for all generations. 
“ May his golden voice now silenced on this 
side be lifted in everlasting praise with choirs 
invisible on the other side of the great divide.”

Pick out any two cities in 
South America, and the chances 
are pretty good that you can get 
from one to the other by bus. 
Despite the lack of good roads 
on this huge continent, buses 
are found just about any place 
there are people. For millions of 
South Americans the bus is the 
only available transportation. 
To really “ meet the people” 
in South America, all you have 
to do is climb on a bus. The per­ 
son next to you might be a min­ 
ing engineer in Surinam on his 
way to inspect a hydroelectric 
project, an Otavalo Indian in 
Ecuador with hand-woven blan­ 
kets for sale, or a wealthy 
grandmother in Argentina on 
her way to the beach. 
The quality of bus service in 
South America varies with the 
place. On paved highways be­ 
tween 
certain 
major 
cities, 
buses often are equipped with 
reclining seats, heating and a 
toilet. Some companies even 
provide piped-in music, stewar­ 
desses—even a bar. 


DRAFTY BUSES 
But, in the more remote and 
impoverished sections of the 
continent, buses are drafty, rat­ 
tling junkpiles that agonizingly 
wheeze up and down roads, 
which often are merely dirt 
trails. 
Except on extremely heavily 
traveled routes (Rio de Janeiro 
to Sao Paulo, Brazil, or Buenos 


Aires to Mar Del Plata, Argenti- authorities 
na), bus schedules in South 
America are wildly unreliable. 
Delays can amount to hours 
—sometimes days. 
One Brazilian driver acciden­ 
tally locked himself and all the 
passengers out of the bus during 
a breakfast stop. Bus drivers in 
the mountains of Peru often 
don’t remember to fill up with 
gas and oil until all passengers 
are aboard 
and 
anxious 
to 
leave. It’s not uncommon for a 
South American bus driver to 
stop in mid-journey to visit his 
girl friend or to take his pants 
to the tailor—while his passen­ 
gers sit and wait. 
Another problem is a lack of 
coordination among most bus 
companies in South America. 
The people in one city know 
nothing about bus connections to 
other 
cities. 
The 
non-native 
must ask lots of questions. 
Flat 
tires 
and mechanical 
breakdowns are frequent—even 
with 
shiny, 
luxurious looking 
buses whose flashy outside ap­ 
pearance inspires false confi­ 
dence among foreign travelers.

When things go wrong, the 
passengers are expected to get 
out and help.

Shafer's Certainly Having His Troubles

It can hardly be denied that 
for a mid-term chief executive, 
G o v e r n o r Raymond Philip 
Shafer has been having one of 
the toughest first half sojourns 
of 
any 
of 
the 
more 
con­ 
temporary 
chief 
executives, 
with the possible exception of 
G o v e r n o r George Michael 
Leader back in 1955. 
The current year illustrates 
pretty well the pattern he has 
had to follow since January, 
1967. 
After more than eight months 
of 
fidgeting 
with 
the 
1969 
legislature, Shafer today finds 
himself little ahead of when he 
started the gubernatorial ball 
rolling back in January — to 
the utter exasperation of not 
only himself but also his aides 
and fellow legislative leaders as 
well. 


Undeniably he’s tried in his 
own inimitable way to get the 
l e g i s l a t i v e ball bouncing, 
e x h a u s t i n g virtually every 
tactic at his command — with 
little appreciable success. 
He’s offered plea after plea 
to the legislative greats, which 
for the most part have been 
tossed right back at his feet. 
He’s gone to the public in an 
effort to build up steam for his 
programs, designed in his own 
words to make Pennsylvania a 
“Commonwealth of excellence” 
— all to no avail. 
Pennsylvania now is in its 
third month of the new 1969-70 
fiscal year — still without the 
tax program and full budget His 
E x c e l l e n c y has requested, 
following the identical pattern 
of his first year in office. 
In 
addition, 
less 
than 
a 
teaspoonful 
of 
“major 
ad­ 


ministration 
programs” 
(ex­ 
clusive of the budget and tax 
bundle) have managed so far 
to grace anything approaching 
a legislative horizon. 
What recourse remains for 
Shafer; what can he possibly 
do to get the ball rolling? 
One remaining avenue in the 
opinion now of many on Capitol 
Hill, is to embark upon a 
concerted drive lambasting the 
britches off the legislature. 
Such 
a 
move 
however is 
regarded as most precarious, 
one which unquestionably would 
bitter defensive yowls from the 
legislative gentry in both House 
and Senate, but again what 
course remains other than to 
lay the blame squarely where 
it belongs: 
right on top of 
legislative noggins, regardless 
of whether they be Republican 
or Democratic noggins? 


Perhaps 
His Excellency is 
thinking of what happened back 
in 1955 when then Democratic 
Governor Leader used the barg- 
’em - on - the - head method in 
utter exasperation over the then 
dilly-dallying legislature. 
There 
is, 
however, 
con­ 
siderable 
difference 
between 
then and now. 
Leader virtually started his 
regime by lambasting the hides 
o f 
opposition 
Republican 
legislative 
braves 
who 
held 
control of the Senate but not 
the House of Representatives. 
An impasse such as has now 
been reached had not been 
attained by the time the Leader 
tirades started in earnest; in 
fact the Legislature had hardly 
managed to get its legislative 
machinery in motion before the 
ear-banging started. 
That 
notorious 
legislative 
session staggered along from 


Jan. 3, 1955 to May 22, 1956, 
but in the end Leader wound 
up with an amazing chunk of 
h i s 
projected 
legislative 
program in the bag, including 
a hefty heft in Pennsylvania’s 
budget. 
Shafer on 
the other hand 
seemingly has shown almost 
tireless patience, at least in­ 
sofar as biting the ears off the 
legislative branch is concerned. 
Ironically, he’s faced with a 
legislative split identical to that 
faced by Leader 14 years ago 
— a Republican Senate and 
D e m o c r a t i c 
House 
of 
Representatives. Can he hold 
controlling 
House 
Democrats 
“responsible” for the present 
fiscal 
stalemate? 
Democratic 
Governor 
Leader 
did 
it 
a 
decade and a half ago when 
he put the finger of blame on 
Senate Republicans in no un­ 
certain terms!

Peace Ship' Arrival 


Stirs Mixed Feelings

Abie Nathan’s heady dream 
boat, 
a 
white-painted 
ship 
named “Peace,” chugged into 
New York harbor; As with all 
peace efforts, its reception was 
mixed. The harbor fireboats 
squirted no traditional plumes 
of welcome, any more than 
confetti is ever dropped on the 
peace talks at Paris. 


When Henry Ford outfitted his 
peace ship early in World War 
I and filled it with an odd 
assortment 
of 
pacifists 
and 
newsmen, he simply wrote out 
personal checks to cover all 
costs. Turned out to be a million 
dollar fiasco. Its lofty prime 
purpose was to “get the boys 
out of the trenches by Christ­ 
mas.” 
Abie 
has 
written 
all 
the 
checks that his bank account 
in Tel Aviv can stand. They 
came 
to 
about 
$3,000. 
But, 
rather incredibly, he’s off and 
running on an adventure that, 
at best, could end the Israeli- 
Arab war and, at worst, see 
him tossed into a Jerusalem 
jug. 
Friends in the Netherlands 
made it possible for him to 
lease his ship and fill it with 
a mundane cargo to pay its way 
to 
New 
York. 
Volunteers 
painted it white and signed on 
as crew. Now all he needs is 
$400 
a month for it to be 
berthed at a lesser pier on 
Manhattan. He feels it will look 
betther there than on the Jersey 
side of the port, and no one 
can question that it will be 
closer 
to 
the 
money 
and 
equipment he needs to put 
“Peace” to work in the name 
of peace. 
Abie runs a restaurant named 
California in Tel Aviv. He flew 
for the RAF during World War 
II and later for El Al. He went 
on his peace kick in 1966 when, 
ignoring the danger of being 
shot down not only by the 
Israelis but also the Egyptians, 
he flew a tiny single-engined 
plane — the “Shalom” — from 
Tel Aviv to Port Said. He was 
trying to get to Cairo to reason 
with 
Nasser. 
The 
Egyptians 
gassed up his plane and told 
him to scram. 
Back in Tel Aviv Abie became 
a popular hero, but not around 
the 
foreign 
office 
o r the 
Knesset. When he again flew 
as far as Port Said in 1967, 
and 
was 
returned, 
he 
was 
convicted of leaving the country 
to consort with the enemy and 
given a sentence of $400 or 40 
days in prison. He settled by 
paying 
$400 
to 
an 
Israeli 
hospital. 
He was on probation last June 


when he hopped an Air India 
plane that took him to Cairo. 
He sailed through customs and 
immigration with his British 
passport, but soon was collared 
at 
the 
Nile 
Hilton 
and 
questioned through an entire 
night before being taken to the 
airport and, under guard, put 
on an outbound plane. 


“Peace,” the ship, 
is 
his 
hopeful means of avoiding such 
nationalistic n u i s a n c e s . He 
hopes by means of contributions 
and the gift of radio equipment 
to 
fit 
it 
out 
as 
a 
com­ 
munications ship off the nearest 
Israeli and Arab shores and 
broadcast appeals to the im­ 
placable foes to negotiate a 
lasting peace. 
There will be entertainment 
broadcast as well as peace 
pleas in a variety of tongues 
and dialects. 
“John Lennon of the Beatles 
has promised to spend a week 
aboard ‘Peace,’ ” Abie told us 
at his modest headquarters in 
th e 
Park-Sheraton. 
“He 
designed a poster for us to use 
to promote the cause. Duke 
Ellington has promised me that 
we’ll have the first broadcast 
of his second Sacred Concert. 
Lots of people are helping this 
thing get off the ground.” 
Suppose 
the 
good 
ship 
“Peace” is shot out of the 
water, like the Arabs clobbered 
the 
Israeli 
gunboat 
with 
a 
Russian rocket and the Israeli 
chewed up an American com­ 
munications ship 
Abie shrugged. 
“It’s worth the risk,” he said. 
“We’ll 
be 
in 
international 
waters, of course, which should 
make a difference. We’ll have 
let everybody know our 
in­ 
tentions and what time of day 
and night we’ll be sending. I 
just can’t agree with people who 
say the Jews and Arabs cannot 
learn to live together in har­ 
mony. It’s just a question of 
finding a formula that doesn’t 
involve loss of honor for either 
side. Each side can afford to 
give a little. 
As a Jew, I believe Israel 
should show more magnanimity 
than it has in the recent past, 
u s e 
other 
methods 
than 
retaliation raids that are 10. 
times 
as 
stern 
as 
the 
provocations. A good example 
has been set in using outside 
agencies, including the pilots 
union, to gain the release of 
the woman Jews aboard the hi­ 
jacked TWA plane. I think the 
two men will be released, too, 
just as the Algerians eventually 
surrendered the crew of the hi­ 
jacked El Al plane. But I don’t 
know what will happen to the 
two men if we retaliate . .

airport, where the jet was pre­ 
paring to land.

Jack H. Frets, public affairs 
officer for the Indianapolis air 
route control center, said the 
big DC9 showed on the radar 
screen but not the small Piper 
Cherokee. 
“ One 
question

‘why did radar see the DC9 and 
not the 
Cherokee?’” 
Karant 
said. 
“ Was the radar looking only 
at, or mainly at, transponder-e­ 
quipped aircraft? (All jets are 
equipped with a transponder 
beacon device which reflects ra­ 
dar beams). 
“ Was it ignoring all other air­ 
craft on the primary radar?” 
Karant said that within the 
past few days he knew of a pilot 
of a small plane, not equipped 
with a transponder, which was 


tracked by Weir Cook airport’s 
radar from a much greater dis­ 
tance than the scene of Tues­ 
day’s collision. 
“ That primary radar can see 
everything within its range, and 
the Cherokee was well within 
that range,” Karant said. 
An AOPA representative is at 
the crash scene, observing the 
investigative work under way, 
at the invitation of the National 
Transportation Safety Board. 
With the probe just getting 
started, the safety board de­ 
clined comment on the accident. 
A board spokesman pointed, 
however, to a recent study by 
that agency noting a continued 
upward trend of pilot-erior in­ 
volvement in air accidents. 
The board’s report said this 
factor “ re-emphasizes the im­ 
portance of searching out and 


attacking reasons for tragic er­ 
rors of so many general avia­ 
tion (private) pilots.” 
The Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration said it soon will pro­ 
pose a new rule to separate traf­ 
fic by performance capability— 
speed and other operating char­ 
acteristics—in 
areas 
around 
busy airports. 
“ We have had this proposed 
rule for segregation of traffic in 
high density terminal areas in 
the mill for a long time, and we 
are very close to putting out a 
notice of proposed rule-mak­ 
ing,” an FAA spokesman said. 
The FAA has backed away 
from an earlier proposal to re­ 
quire all aircraft operating in 
airport areas to remain under 
positive control of ground radar 
stations. This proposal, strongly

by

through their Air Transport As-! 
sociation, has been resisted by 
private aviation interests be­ 
cause it would restrict their op­ 
erations and require installation 
of added equipment. 
Last March the FAA proposed 
to require all aircraft operating 
in controlled airspace above 
¡10.000 feet to be equipped with 
transponders, the devices that 
bounce back a brilliant blip on 
the controller’s radar screen. 
The rule has not yet gone into 
effect. It would have had no 
bearing on Tuesday’s accident, 
which occurred much closer to 
the 
ground.

HO's Will Interpreted as Warning 
To Heirs to Stay Clear of Red China 


Ho Chi Minh’s lasl testament 
contained what can be read as 
sharp rebuke to Peking and 
warning to his heirs to steer 
clear of the Red Chinese in the 
world Communist dispute. 
Public reading of the will, 
along with what happened dur­ 
ing Ho’s funeral, indicates a set­ 
back for Peking in the contest 
with Moscow for influence in 
North Vietnam. 
Homeward bound from the fu­ 
neral, Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin was described as smil­ 
ing when he was asked about 
Hanoi’s relations with Peking. 
Kosygin perhaps had reason to 
smile. 
Ho was an enigmatic man 
His 
reference 
to 
the 
Red 
Chinese in his will was oblique, 
but it could hardly be missed by 
ahy schooled Communist. He 
spoke of the need for unity 
among North Vietnamese Com­ 
munists and deplored the “ dis­ 
sensions that are dividing the 
fraternal parties.” But the most 
sifnificant line was in his discus­ 
sion of the party’s future and 
the 
emerging 
generation 
of 
young Communists. 
“ The party,” Ho wrote, “ must 
give much attention to their ed­ 
ucation in revolutionary morali­ 
ty and train them as continuers 
of the building of socialism, 
both ‘Red’ and ‘Expert.’ ” 
That had to be a sardonic al­ 
lusion to a Chinese catchphrase 
that brought violent controversy 
for years. The supporters of 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
contend 
that 
being “ Red is far more impor­ 
tant 
than 
being 
“ Expert.” 
Through the years of the cultur­ 
al revolution upheaval, China’s 
“ Experts” were hounded and 


humiliated. 
Maoists denounced them as 
tending to resist a strictly ideo­ 
logical approach to all problems 
—economic, military and politi­ 
cal. The “ Experts” were profes­ 
sional people whose practicality 
was 
considered a threat to 
Maoist notions of endless revo­ 
lution 
and 
“ class 
struggle.” 
This had meaning in Chinese 
foreign affairs, too. 
The controversy figured in the 
upheaval of a decade ago. Mar­ 
shal Peng Teh-huai, a profes­ 
sional soldier, was fired as de­ 
fense minister. He favored good 
relations with Moscow and con­

The “ Red or Expert” conflict 
flared anew in the J96 0s. Final­ 
ly, Mao’s young zealots of the 
cultural revolution routed the 
“Experts.” 
In 196 5 , during rapid escala­ 
tion of the Vietnam war, Lin 
Piao, Mao’s anointed heir, pro­ 
duced his “ people’s war” essay, 
suggesting protracted guerrilla 
war as the only way. Hanoi, it 
implied, should rely on its own 
resources. 
Defense Minister Vo Nguyen 
Giap of North Vietnam had been 
committing many North Viet­ 
namese regulars to the fighting 
in the South. His published theo­ 
ry had been that guerrilla war

It expressed 
confidence that the Hanoi party 
would fulfill “ Comrade Ho Chi 
Minh’s behests.” The Russians, 
too, were interpreting the testa­ 
ment.

Three white men, one identified 
as a former Klan leader, have 
been arrested in an investiga­ 
tion of a reported plot to murder 
Negro Mayor Charles Evers. 
“ It was a serious attempt on 
my life,” said Evers Wednes 
day. “ When they’ve got subma­ 
chine guns, I’d consider it a se 
rious threat.” 
Evers is Mississippi’s only 
Negro mayor of a biracial town 
since Reconstruction. He was 
inaugurated mayor of predomi­ 
nantly Negro Fayette, which 
has a population of 1,6 00, last 
July. 
Federal 
agents 
joined 
the 
probe after police here stopped 
and arrested Dale Walton, 44, of 
Tupelo, Miss., Tuesday night- 
charging him with speeding and 
carrying concealed weapons. 
Agents identified Walton as 
former imperial wizard of the 
Ku Klux Klan Knights of the 
Green Forest, a North Missis­ 
sippi splinter of the KKK. 
At nearby 
Natchez 
a 
few 
hours later, police moved in on 
motel room registered to Wal­ 
ton and arrested Bobby Hay 
wood, 18, of Tupelo. Officers 
said he had a .45 -caliber subma­ 
chine gun. 
Possession of a submachine 
gun is a federal offense. Hay­ 
wood was turned over to agents 
of the federal Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms Division. 
AFT agents said the subma­ 
rine gun was then traced to Par 
Massengale, 5 0, of Hattiesburg, 
Miss. 
In 
Hattiesburg, 
Massengale 
was arrested and charged with 
illegally transferring the sub­ 
machine gun to Haywood. He 
was released on a $1,000 person­ 
al recognizance bond. 
Walton, who operates a com­ 


bination 
general 
merchandise 
and sporting goods store, was a 
“ colonel” on the staff of former 
governor Ross Barnett. Officers 
said that, in addition to heading 
the Knights of the Green Forest, 
he was a former exalted cyclops 
of the United Klans of America. 
The arrest of Walton came 
after Evers got two anonymous 
telephone call tips that men 
were out to kill him. 
Evers, a nationally known civ­ 
il rights figure, said he usually 
shrugs off such reports, having 
received them frequently since 
he stepped in to replace his 
brother Medgar as state direc­ 
tor of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People after Medgar was shot in 
the back by a sniper in Jackson, 
Miss., in 196 3. 
But the last call made more 
sense than most,” said Evers. 
“ The lady identified the car and 
described the men and said they 
had guns and had been sent to 
kill me.” 
Fayette’s 
eight-man 
police 
force was alerted. Chief Robert 
Vanderson said the car and the 
men were first spotted Monday 
But he said the other men were 
not in the car when it was 
stopped 
the 
next 
night. 
Vanderson said Walton had 
two shotguns, two rifles and 
.38 pistol in the car. 
“ Just anyone who violates our 
firearms 
regulations, 
we’ll 
crack down on them,” said Ev­ 
ers, 
who 
outlawed 
weapons 
within city limits here after his 
election last July. 
Walton was scheduled for a 
hearing Thursday in Mayor’s 
Court. However, Evers said that 
since he is involved in the situa­ 
tion he may have to have some­ 
one else preside. Arrangements 
were indefinite.

Earl ‘Yogi’ Strom, 3 Others Go to ABA

Pottstown’s representativ e in 
the National Basketball Associ­ 
ation, Earl “ Yogi” Strom dis­ 
closed in an ex clusiv e interv iew 
late Wednesday night that he 
and four other officials of the 
NBA hav e signed contracts to 
officiate in the riv al American 
Basketball Association this sea­ 
son.

not been made. 


The four referees, howev er, 
were in New York all day 
Wednesday meeting with ABA 
President Jim 
Gardner 
and 
after negotiations signed a three 
y ear contract with the y ounger 
league. 
“ The ABA has met all the 
obligations promised, and hav e 
giv en us a v ery substantial 
salary ,” Strom rev ealed. “ We 
are leav ing the NBA with deep 
regrets, but right now it is a 
question of looking out for our 
families and our futures. 


REGRET LEAVING 
“ Walter Kennedy (the NBA 
president) has been super with 
us during the y ears we hav e 
been associated and has giv en 
us improv ed benefits and ev ery ­ 


thing we 
hav e asked for,” 
Strom continued. “ We all re­ 
gret leav ing the league, but 
right now it is just a matter of 
economics.” 
The decision of the four to 
mov e to the ABA parallels the 
decisions of sev eral NBA play ­ 
ers to mov e ov er to the riv al 
league because of the offer of 
more money . Action has been 
i&ken against the play ers claim­ 
ing v iolation of contract, but 
such action can not be taken 
against the officails. 
“ We are not obligated to the 
NBA in any way and are not 
under contract by the NBA,” 
Strom said from a New York 
restaurant where he and the 
other officials were dining with 


Gardner. “ We had a v erbal 
agreement from y ear to y ear 
with the ABA and that’s all, 
wf nev er were contracted.” 
Strom ex pects Kennedy to 
come out with a statement, but 
said that there were no con­ 
tracts or clauses binding the 
four to the NBA. 


BEEN LOYAL 
“ I feel I hav e been loy al to 
the NBA in the 12 y ears I hav e 
been 
associateu 
with 
t h e 
league,” Strom added. “ I hav e 
nev er missed an assignment 
and hav e worked for ev ery thing 
I hav e ev er receiv ed from the 
NBA.”

same lawy er who handled the 
negotiations

“ We

ments according to our ty pe of 
officiating,” Strom ev aluated. 
“ We are accepting a challenge 
and are accepting it most sin­ 
cerely . 
“ Probably the biggest prob­ 
lem the ABA has had thus far 
isn’t the fact that they didn’t 
hav e talent, because they do," 
Strom stated. “ They don’t hav e 
any superstars but they hav e 
talent. 


“ They just didn’t hav e the 
proper 
officiating,” 
S t r om 
analy zed. “ We will make the 
play ers play with finesse and 
make them dev elop their skills. 
They ’ll hav e to cut out the 
rough stuff.” 
Strom went on to say that 
because of better officiating the 
league will display more talent 
and will also be more appeal­ 
ing as a spectator sport. 
“ There are sev eral other ref­ 
erees that remain on the NBA 
staff and I don’t know if they 
hav e plans to join the ABA or 
not,” Strom added. “ There are 
rumors that they hav e been 
contacted, but I don’t know 
any thing about that.” 
Strom also emphasized that

The difference between the 
Harrisburg Capitol Colts and 
the Hartford Knights is prac­ 
tically the same as that be­ 
tween their respectiv e parent 
clubs, the Baltimore Colts of 
the NFL and the Buffalo Bills 
of the AFL.

The Houston, Tex ., heart sur­ 
geon gave this assessment of 
the future of human transplants 
at a news conference in which 
he criticized federal cutbacks in 
research he said was vital to de­ 
velop mechanical hearts and 
other devices “ to tide patients 
over initial attacks.” 
DeBgkey, whose team at Bay­ 
lor College of Medicine has per­ 
formed 11 transplants, said full 
control of the body’s defenses 
i against foreign material such as 
; new hearts remains beyond the 
grasp of researchers.
